A woman with children is 
economically dependent upon 
her husband unless she 
works. It is not difficult, 
then, to become also psy¬ 
chologically depend e n t — 
fearful of how the children 
will fare If she leaves. Will 
they grow up proud and 
self-confident, or will thc-y 
live largely on welfare suf¬ 
fering the ego assault that 
status attaches to families? 

If a woman works, she 
earns, on the average, less 
than half that of a man. She 
may, if she leaves her home, 
go from comparative afflu¬ 
ence to poverty. More than 
half of all children living 
in poverty are in families 
headed by women. For block 
women, the proportion is 
two-thirds. 

To ask a woman to walk 
out of her home is to ask 
her to abandon physical 
shelter, food for her family, 
and her whole social fabric. 
And when she goes before a 
judge to seek redress, her 
grienvance will be weighed 
against her earning power, if 
he is charged. If those .are 
the choices, the society may 
well Ignore physical abuse 
of a wife. 

Until wo no longer con¬ 
done violence, shelters for 
battered women ought to be 
available to protect women 
and their children. Several 
such shelters have been 
established in Califom i a. 
Senator Presley (D-River- 
side) has introduced SB 91 
for a pilot project shelter.

State appraisers are check¬ 
ing Los Angeles County 
pi-cperty values to derive a 
key figure in the computa¬ 
tion of state school equali¬ 
zation aid. All appraisers 
carry appropriate identifica¬ 
tion. 

George R. Reilly, member 
of the State Board of Equali¬ 
zation, said the survey just 
begun in this county is one 
of 19 such surveys being 
conducted this year to bring 
up to date the findings 
based on surveys made 
three years ago. 

Owners of properties ap¬ 
praised will be notified of 
the market value found by 
the survey and may Inspect 
the appraisal records. 

The program, Mr. Reilly 
explained, helps to measure 
the taxable resources of a 
school district and deter¬ 
mine that local schools get 
their proper share of state- 
school funds. Other things 
being equal, the state fur¬ 
nishes more aid to school 
districts with limited taxable 
resources than to wealthy 
districts. 

An annual finding of each 
county’s average assessment 
level, expressed as a per¬ 
centage of market value for 
all locally assessed taxable 
property in the county, is 
based on the board’s Siurvey. 
This county average is com¬ 
pared to the statewide aver¬ 
age, If the coiunty’s average ' 
eonforms substantially, no 
adjustment is needed. If the 
assessed values are far out 
of line, they will be changed 
to make the county’s aver¬ 
age conform with the ater- 
age for the state. 

“Whether an adjustment 
is made or not, the county 
average and the statewide 
average based on the 58 
county findings are used in a 
formula by which one and 
cne-sixth billion dollars in 
state kindergarten through 
12 th grade school funds are 
being allocated this year 


among he state’s 1,048 school 
districts and 58 countywide 
districts,’’ Reilly said. The 
$1.2 billion is 50 per cent of 
total state aid to school dis¬ 
tricts, which ran to two and 
a third billion dollars in 
1975-76. 

This is but one of a dozen 
uses to which the assessment 
level percentages are put. 
Another important use is to 
determine the ext e n t to 
which state loans to school 
disricts for building con¬ 
struction are to be repaid.

Assemblyman John L. E. 
“Bud” Collier (R-San Gab¬ 
riel Valley) recently Intro¬ 
duced AB 904 which would 
remove from the property 
tax rolls the cost lor edu¬ 
cating students taking aca¬ 
demic programs at the com- 
m,unity colleges. These pro¬ 
grams are transferable loi' 
a baccalaureate degree at 
the University of Csililornla 
or the state college. 

“If successful, the savings 
to the property taxpayer 
will be enormous,” Collier 
said. 

“The actual dollar saving.? 
is presently being computed 
by the California Depart¬ 
ment of Finance, and when 
the figure is available I vdll 
make it public,” he con¬ 
tinued. 

Presently the regular pro¬ 
gram at the community col¬ 
leges is funded by property 
taxes which includes total 
costs for both the vocational 
students and academic stu¬ 
dents. Collier’s propo s a 1 
would shift the funding for 
academic students to the 
State General Fund where 
the revenue is derived from 
several different taxes. 

“Property taxpayers are 
not payment for the educa¬ 
tion of students at the Uni¬ 
versity of California or the 
California State College at 
any grade level. Therefore, 
this bill will remove the in¬ 
equity of property taxpayers 
paying for freshmen and 
sophomores transferring tz> 
those institutions,” the as¬ 
semblyman concluded.

You Some Water Conservation Tips! 

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth.

Speaking 

It’s About Time!! 

The Bell System may be overcharging home and busi¬ 
ness telephone users by $2.25 billion a year to make up 
for huge losses suffered in a continuing effort to elim¬ 
inate competitors, a Senate subcommittee has been told. 

"The result of Bell’s pricing some terminal equipment 
below even the cost of raw materials has been an over¬ 
charge to residential and other customers that may aver¬ 
age more than $20 for every main telephone subscriber in 
the nation.” said Edwin Splevack, general counsel for the 
North American Telephone Association. 

This Should Be Easy! 

How to refund monies that may be due to utility 
customers in California in the next 18 month.s, will be 
the subject of a detailed inquiry by the California Public 
Utilities Commission. 

A pre-hearing conference on the matter will be held 
April 21 in Los Angeles to work out a hearing schedule 
across the state over the next few months. 

Proceedings April 21 will begin at 10 a.m. in the 
Commission’s Courtroom, State Office Building, 107 South 
Broadway, with Commission president Robert Batinovich 
presiiddng. 

At stake is the question: Sh.ould refunds go to all 
a utility’s customers, or to residential and domestic cus¬ 
tomers oi^ly? 

The dollar amount that may be involved could ap¬ 
proach ONE BILLION DOLLARS. This amounts is by no 
means certain at this time, but it does remain a pos¬ 
sibility, Batinovich said. 

“It must be understood,” he said, “that these refunds 
in the main are not because of any overcharges or over- 
collections by the utilities. 'The utilities are only middle¬ 
men and really have nothing to .tio with the basis of 
the matter. 

“What is involved is that gas suppliers have increased 
prices with approval of the federal government and that 
pipelines and utility distribution companies have had to 
meet these increased costs. 

“Rather, it is the result of the method by which the 
Federal Power Commission sets rates. Under the FPC 
system, which some utilities are advocating for Cali¬ 
fornia to counter what they call ‘regulatory lag’, rates 
are filed for by the pipeline companies and they go into 
effect within 30 days, subject to later review and audit 
by the FPC. 

"These reviews arwj audits take years. When the 
federal agency finally makes a determination, it may 
order a refund of part of the monies collected from utili¬ 
ties by the pipeline's. 

“We have 'before us such a pssibility now. There will 
be about $66 MILLION to be refunded that goes back to 
a 1972 rate increase permitted by the FTC. In addition, 
there were subsequent filings and increases made after 
that date — many increases — that still have not been 
reconciled.” 

The big problem for the PUC, Batinovich said, is what 
is the most equitable method to make the refunds. He 
indicated that business and industrial companies may 
have been able ta pass on the increased costs in the 
prices they charge for goods and services. 

"On-going rate reductions,” he said, “should be re¬ 
flected in tower consumer prices. However, in the past, 
one-time refunds provided windfalls for businesses and 
were pocketed by them. They did not lead to lower prices 
for consumers. The residential customer has not been 
able to absorb these 'utility rate increases. 

“The questions posed by the PUC’s investigation into 
the refurid method are economic, legal and social. We 
intend to explore all of them so that a reasonable solu¬ 
tion can be arrived at. We hope to receive full input 
during the hearings from all segments of the public.” 

Batinovich also pointed out that another refund 
matter before the PUC is the treatment of telephone 
company taxes. The California Supreme Court has re¬ 
manded the matter to the PUC for reconsideration and 
the matter is ready for decision .soon. The companies af¬ 
fected are Pacific Telephone and General Telephone Com¬ 
pany of California. Refunds amounts could be over $2.25 
BILLION, Batinovich said.

Hiring Frozen 


To counteract sagging revenues. Mayor Tom Bradley 
has ordered all .hiring for the City of Los Angeles froeen. 
Under the moratorium there will be no more hiring until 
the start of the next fiscal year July 1st. 

We Also Ask Why? 

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn is asking why only two of 
the 1,874 boardeidf-iup vacant .homes in Los Angeles County 
have been repaired and are occupied by families. 

County supervisors have allocated more than $2 mil¬ 
lion for programs through, the Department of Community 
Development to rehabilitate the houses and Hahn doesn’t 
think the work is being done. 

In a motion on the Board of Supervisors agenda for 
Tuesday, April 5 meeting, Hahn asked for monthly pro¬ 
gress reports and some action by the department. 

Hahn believes the county should -begin rehabilitating 
the homes at the rate of 150 per month so “all 1,874 
houses can bebuilt within one year and sold to families 
who need them.” 

As of March 14, the county had purchased 52 houses, 
and work hag yet to begin on seven of them. Twenty-three 
had been restored, but only two were sold and occupied 
by families. 

“At a time when there is a major housing shortage 
in Los Angeles County, it is a tragedy to have these 
homes boarded up and a blight to the community,” 
Hahn said. 

The way the program works is for the county to buy 
the houses, rehabilitate them and then sell them off. 
Money from the sales goes toward buying and rehabili¬ 
tating more houses.

Rare 
and unusual plants include a 
wide selection of cycads, a 
yellow - flowering erythrina, 
an odd, sometimes hollow¬ 
trunked tree whose genus 
name is Idria, and an .un¬ 
usual member of the grape 
family, Cissus juttae. Other 
plants offered include palms, 
ferns, cacti, orchids, be¬ 
gonias, geraniums, flowering 
vines, shade trees, fruit 
trees, and a variety of 
shrubs and house plants. 

Since May 1 is also May 
Day, the volunteers have 
prepared a collection of May 
Day baskets and a variety 
of handcrafted items such 
as dried flower arrange¬ 
ments, jewelry and figurines 
made from plant parts. A 
special feature are the 
“crack pots,” painted stone¬ 
ware planted with various 
kinds of plants, and plant 
sculptures consisting of epi¬ 
phytic plants attached to 
tree branches. 

To top it all off there will 
be a number of prizes of¬ 
fered that Include patio fur- 
ture, a lath house, garden 
supplies, and paintings. 

To accommodate the ex¬ 
pected crowd, extra park¬ 
ing will be available at the 
Santa Anita race track 
across the street from the 
Arboretum and snack bars 
will be set up around the 
Bonanza area.
